This  year's  staff  have  attempted  to  conform 
to  the  original  aims  set  up  by  the  first  staff,  and 
in  each  succeeding  issue  have  striven  to  produce 
a  paper  more  complete  than  any  before.  Careful 
study  of  local  and  metropolitan  newspapers  is 
continuously  being  made  in  an  effort  to  acquaint 
students  with  proper  journalistic  organization 
which  may  aid  in  giving  our  publication  a  more 
professional  appearance. 

The  SPOTLIGHT  is  a  project  of  the  journal- 
ism class  in  which  every  member  has  a  definite 
duty  to  perform.    This  year  sixty  students  partici- 


pated m  its  publication,  their  reward  being  the 
pleasure  that  comes  from  seeing  one's  efforts  in 
print. 

Ten  regular  and  two  special  editions  were 
printed  during  the  year.  On  November  2,  the 
staff  sponsored  a  straw  vote  on  the  Presidential 
election  announcing  the  results  in  a  special  elec- 
tion issue  on  November  3.  The  tournament  edi- 
tion, March  4,  carried  the  line  ups  of  teams  par- 
ticipating in  the  sectional  tournament  together 
with  much  interesting  general  basketball  informa- 
tion. A  contest  on  "doping"  the  winners  was 
sponsored  in  connection  with  the  sales  drive,  a 
free  ticket  to  the  regional  tournament  going  to 
the  winner.  The  SPOTLIGHT  also  conducted  a 
traffic  safety  examination  and  tabulated  the  re- 
sults. 

Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  the  SPOTLIGHT,  a 
member  of  the  National  Scholastic  Press  Associa- 
tion, is  more  than  just  a  school  paper.  It  is  defi- 
nitely becoming  a  part  of  the  school  life  at  K.  H. 
S.  and,  we  hope,  will  continue  to  be  a  permanent 
influence  for  good  to  all  its  subscribers.

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TRACK  AND  FIELD—  1936
